not accept for collection’ any mer- 
chant firms’ compradore orders." ~

Invariably, the orders wero 
not honoured, shroffs had to wait ‘for 
days at a time to collect on them, 
and they had proved to be nothing 
less than signed chits. Our inform- 
ant pointed to the tremendous 
amount of work involved) and said 
that it was probably not generally 
known by the public, but it took, on 
the average, from five to 15 days to 
collect one of these’ orders, 

Shroffs Kept Walting . 

As an instance, thd banker in ques- 
tion remarked that, when a comprie 
dore order was | presented 
hanks for vayment, the Jatter had to 
send ‘around shroffs to the compra- 
dores concerned. In some instances, 
the compradores did not put in an 
appearance until quite late in the 
day. Invariably, they did’ not attend 
for a couple of days at a timo. 
Then, when the compradores did ar- 
rive, the shroffs wore kept waiting 
for hours, until the compradore was 
disposed to'take up thelr accounts. 
In somo instances, the shroffs .wero 
kept until os late as seven, or eight 
o'clock at night. ei , 

However, when finally the shroffs 
recelved attention, they were given 
native bank, orders. Theso were not 
collectable when presented but the 
drawers of the money had to wait 
until the next day to collect, it -be- 
ing specifically stated on, the native 
orders that “funds will be payable 
the day after presentation of this 
order.” The drawers then left tho 
orders with the bank and were given 
a number which, whon presented on 
the following day, entitled them to 
draw their money.

COST OF THE R. 100 


Builder's / Advice to 
Government 


In a luncheon address during an 
inapection of the latest airship, the 
R100, the builder (Sir ©. D. 
Burney), said that at the moment 
she was lifting 100 guests and 30 
tons of fuel. She cost £460,000, to 
which the Government had con 
tributed £300,000, The Alrship 
Guarantee Company had spent 
£55,000 of its capital, | which 
amounted to a heavy contribution 
towards aeronautical development. 
The Government could not expect 
engineering firms to make such con- 
tributions in future. For example, 
Vickers, Ltd., had announced that 
they did not intend to undertake an- 
other similar ‘contract. He con- 
aldered that the Government’s best 
course would be to lay down a five 
years’ programme entalling £3,000,- 
000. If it did, so airships of: real 
commercial value could be built.

“NEW ‘Stunts 

Several offices of the Shanghai 
Municipal Police aro now situated 
in the Katee Hotel; and the public 
is asked to take note of this’ in 
order to save waste of time and to 
prevent confusion, This change 
has been found necessary owing to 
demands upon space at Headquar- 
ters, Central Pollea Station and 
Gordon Road Station, and has’ deen !

Chinese Notes 

The original five notes’ of China 
denote the essence of five major 
planets in heaven and on earth, tha 
soul of the five elements, and, in a 
man, the sound of his ‘five ‘organs. 
They correspond also to the five 
virtues. 


Professional musicians are 
happily numerous, travelling in 
groups or singly. The Individual 
musicians are an important part of 
the Oriental picture, varioua por- 
tions of their persons having affixed

that the instrument is the proper 
one for the playing of love songs) 
carl be reproduced reasonably ac- 
curately with reed or string.

‘Lyttleton Road, the ceremony of presenting the cups ‘and certi- 
ficates being performed by Lady Clementi i in the presence of a large 
gathering of parents of the students and friends of the School.

. The function opened witha very 
enjoyable Programme of entertain- 
ment. contributed to by pupils of 
every section of the College, from 
the} Kindergarten to the Upper 
Schhol. Most appreciated of all 
was an excellent piece of singing 
by a large choir of girls from the 
Upper School their offerings being 
Ernest Austin’s “Spring Time,” and 
“Nick Spence’ (Graham Peel). 

A chois from the Lower School 

‘also sang well Ernest Austin’s 
“One Winter: Night," and an old 
English = melady. The Middle 
School's contribution was a well 
executed Shepherds’ Dance, whilst 
the Kindergarten gave a Christ- 
maa playlet in whieh Santa Claus 
arrived with his team of four, with 


bells tinkling merrily.

I should here like to thank all 
the staff, both those who are re- 
sident in the house, and those who 
come each day, who have helped me 
to carry on in Miss Atkins’s nb- 
sence, and for the ‘personal interest 
they have taken in the girla in their 
forms. Especially I ‘should like to 
express my appreciation of the help 
‘which Mr. Lo Kwan-sheung, head 

- master of Chinese studies, and Mrs, 
Cheung, head mistress of Fairlea, 
have given me. 

We weré glad to welcome Miss 
Baxter, Miss Kwok and Mrs. Ho at 
the beginning of the year; also 
Miss Jones and Miss Li who join- 
ed the staff during the year. Our 
thanks are also duo to Mra. Steele- 
Porkins and Mrs. Robertson, both

The 
Matron of the Government Civil 
Hospital wrote saying she would 
be pleased to consider any of our 
girls who wished to enter as proba- 
tioners, and that those of our girls 
who have already done so are doing 
quite well. 

The Inspector of British Schools 

visited us in October and helped by 
his suggestions und kindly critic- 
ism, The Medical Officer of Health, 
Dr. Minett, paid two visits to the 
school in July and December, and 
give satisfactory, reports and help- 
ful advice. ; 
‘In May a very successful -Inter- 
form Sports Day was held, the 
Upper School Cup béing won “by 
Form lV, and the Lower Schoo] Cup 
by Form VIL Net-batl matchea 
have been played, and tennis is be- 
coming increasingly popular, No 
outside matches have been played, 
but we are hoping to arrange some 
this year. The weekly bathing pic- 
nics were held during the summer 
and much eagerness was shown en 
the part of the children in learn- 
ing how to swim. 

In April a concert was held 
which made it possible for us to 
send help to the famine stricken 
area in North China. At Christ. 
mas, too, the girls decided to give 
the money usually spent on parties 
to help to feed some of the starving 
children. 

The annual sale of work was held 
in December when $2,870.00 was 
raised. Part of this goes to help 
the Ministering Children’s League 
and part to other charities which 
we help in’ Hong Kong, 'Pakhol, 
Yunnan and other places, 

Before Christmas, two hundred 
children from Causeway Bay, the 
amahs who attend our amahs’ class 
ee week, and the children of the

Free School, were invited to an-en- 
tertainment, when Christmas plays 
were acted by the students of St. 
Stephen's and Fairlea, , 

In the summer term two students 
were: confirmed together with one 
past student who had been baptised 
a’ short time previously. The 
Y¥.W.C.A, work has gone on. during 
the year. This includes a free 
school in which the girls teach on 
the two half holidays each week. 
On alternate Sundays two girls 
have gone with one of the staff to 
visit the women. patients in the 
Government Civil Hospital; two of 
\the Fairlea girls have done this 
work on the other Sundays. ~ 

With the completion of the wing, 
we feel that our college has enter- 
ed upon a new chapter in its his- 
tory. We realise, too, that “others 
have laboured and we are entered 
into thelr labours,” and that there 
are traditions to ‘be maintained-and* 
strengthened, which can only “be 
j maintained and strengthened by 
‘keeping true to the splrit of our 
imotto, “In Faith Go Forward”, - 

Bishop Duppuy, Chairman of the 
College Council, then addressed the 
gathering, 

He. sald before he asked Lady 
Clementi to distribute the- prizes, 
he would take that opportunity to 
speak about the achool, The aim 
of the school was to provide and 
to promote a public school spirit 
among girls and to promote an all- 
round public school education. As 
he Jooked back over the last’ ten 
years he was sure that very real 
progress toward the attaining of 
those aims had been made, The 
building, staff and curriculum ‘of 
the school would, he’ was sure, 
compare favourably with: that of 
Any first-class school anywhere,’ -

Then Lady Clementi .addressed 
the ‘gathering as followa:—. 

There Is no pleasanter’ subject 
for reflection than the amazing de- 
velopment of this Colony's schools 
during the last fifteen years, My 
memory goes bask a considerable 
distance, and 1 remember visiting 
St. Stephen’s with my mother in 
1912. It was a very different place 
from the St. Stephen’s we know to- 
day. | I remember. the elder girls 
weartng shoes with heels in the 
centre of thé sole, which rendered 
their movements awkward and very 
unlike those of the active and 
graceful maidens who are here 'to- 
day. These shoes have gone to the 
limbo, where also I trust the wasp 


|waists, erlnolings, bustles ‘and leg of 


mutton sleeves of the West have 
been cast. We must be careful we 
do not throw after them as well 
the . diligence; unselfishness « and 
thoroughness that, diatinguished 
our grandmothers. 

\ The old St. Stephen's that I spoke 
of just now inhabited a small, dark 
house. ~ But"it wis” tlie seed” of 
which we see the flower in the 
beautiful buildings of to-day. It ia 
delightful to take Jenve of St. 
Stephen's in buildings that so ade- 
quately express the soul of this 
great school, in which 450 girls are 
being trained for future usefulness. 
I was thrilled to hear of the new 
wing, which Migs Wise has kindly 
promised to show me_ this after- 
noon. 


The Nursing Profession 

Iam go particularly glad td hear 
that some of your old girls are train- 
ing as: hospital nurses. There fs 
no prouder title than that of nurs- 
ing sister, no work that calls more 
for the best in our — girls 
and women, since the - standard 
demanded in good nursing of 
efficiency, courage and unselfish 
devotion to duty is: ‘necessarily 
exceedingly high. That the St. 
Stephen's girls are-aspiring to this 
noble work is largely the outcome, 
of the spirit of social 
service which has for years dis- 
tinguished this school. It is al- 
ways delightful to hear. of the 
varied activities of your girls on 
behalf of others, of their gifts, not 
merely of money, but of the far 
more valuable offerings ‘of per- 
sonal service, in teaching the 
ignorant and visiting the sick. 

Verily, they shall, not lode their 
reward, for the quality of .mercy 
fs twice blessed. “A woman's cen- 
tre is home and hearth, but her 
love must widen to clasp. the

The King, however, when ‘he 
heard of the project of an Empire 
film, took a keen interest.”in the
